It seems a great pity that such a word as ‘‘trust”
should acquire a new and somewhat unsavory sig-
nificance, says the Ledger. The meaning which the
word had in its original and primary use is closely.
related to the word ‘‘true,’’ which has the same
root. What is true may be relied upon, and trust
is reliance upon the truth, or upon the veracity, in-
tegrity, justice, friendship or other virtue or sound
prineiple of another. The word has a deep and pre-
eious meaning in religion, something akin to either
faith or hope, & confident expeetation based upon as-
surances that are divine and therefore can not fail.

The word became a useful word when extended,
without loss of this significance, to business affairs.
Trust is credit in business, and this is based upon
confidence in the honety of other people and their
ability and willingness to pay. In law and equity
the word aequired a technical significance, but one
that presupposes a worthy bestowal of confidence.
It is a trust when property is placed in the hands of
some one, not the owner, and in order that others

If at any time I feel that any one of you
is not rendering the best service which it is possible
to procure I shall feel called upon to disregard my
feelings for the man and the man’s own feelings and
forthwith to substitute for him on the commission
some other man whom I deem ecapable of rendering
better service, * * 1 shall shall expeet you to ap-
point no man for reasons other than your belief in
the aid he can render you in digging the canal, The
commission is further enjoined to pay no heed to
political influence or backing and to treat their stu-
pendous task with the same attention to cost and
quality as would be devoted to a private enterprise ;
